Thanks  for  your  letter  of  the  22nd.  T  think 
you  have  failed  to  get  the  point  of  my  objection  regarding  the 
keys.  If  I  were  in  the  main  building,  as  are  the  men  you  mention¬ 
ed,  it  would  be  very  little  trouble  to  call  at  the  Superintendent's 
office  for  the  key,  but  it  is  rather  inconvenient  to  go  over 
there  from  here,  especially  when  there  is  a  chance  that  one  may 
not  find  the  Superintendent.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  have  tried 
to  see  him  twice  since  "  returned/but  without  success.  It  is 
the  principle  of  the  thing,  however,  that  is  wrong  in  my  opinion 
and  unbusinesslike.  Uhat  would  we  think  of  a  ^ank,  for  instance, 
which  required  its  customers  to  an pear  in  person  to  draw  money 
every  time  they  wished  to  pay  a  bill?  As  to  the  size  of  the  fee, 

I  have  ha. d  experience  in  lending  keys  on  deposits  for  r  good 
many  years  and  to  less  responsible  nersons  than  those  at  present 
concerned,  and  I  am  sure  that  such  a  fee  as  the  Superintendent 
is  demanding  is  entirely  unnecessary  and  an  imposition.
